Th wrestling matches will be preceded 
by four amatur boxing bouts between 
winners of the Antioch High School 
tournament and opponents from Lib- 
erty villc and Grant. There will also 
be a wrestling match between two 
Antioch boys, "Wild Bill" Murphy and

Gus Sonnenberg has been a top 
flight performer for a number of 
years and holder of the World's Cham- 
pionship from 1930 to 1934. Gus beat 
Stranglcr Lewis in Boston for the title 
and subsequently drew some of the 
largest gates in the history' of wrestl- 
ing. Llk McMillen, Sonnenberg is a 
college man, having played football at 
Dartmouth, and later with Detroit and 
Providence in the professional league. 
He carried his football tactics fromthe 
gridiron into the ring and popularized 
the flying tackle type of wrestling. 
With his 2l5pounds on a fivc-foot- 
cight crusstaTtJIbomy Gus is one of 
the hardest men in the ring to liandlc. 
Fans arc looking forward to this 
meeting between two former gridiron 

stars.

John J. Morley, 
Noted Antioch 
Sportsman, Dies 



Death Closes Colorful Ca- 
reer at Age of 74; 111 
Only Few Days 



"With gratitude and love to Daddy 
Reeves from the children and civic 
organizations of Antioch" — so reads 
the inscription on the framed etching 
of himself presented to Sidney Herbert ' 
Reeves, "the Grand Old M an of Main 
street," at an imposing community 
ceremonial Sunday afternoon at 3 
o'clock in Reeves' Drug store. Prep- 
arations for the event had been kept 
a guarded secret, and the ceremony 
came as an Easter surprise to Mr. 
Reeves. 

The presentation was sponsored and 
atranged by the Antioch Community 
council, (made up oi representatives 
of organizations and_churchcs of .the 
village), on behalf of the Antioch 
Grade school children, and the children 
themselves took part in the observance.

John James- Morley, 74, one. of the 
most colorful figures of Antioch dur- 
ing the early 1900V and the late 
1800's, will be laid away to rest. with 
services in the Strang Funeral home 
Friday afternoon at 2 o'clock. The 
Rev. J. E. Charles will officiate. 
Burial will be in Hillside cemetery. 
Morley had been ill for only a few 
days, and although his health had been 
poor during the past two years, his 
^calh Wednesday morning at 6 o'clock 
at his home in Antioch came as a 
shock to the members of his family 
and the community. 

A descendant of pioneers and him- 
self, during the course of his career, 
a tavern keeper, enthusiastic sports- 
man and real-estate dealer, Morley 
made an impress in the life of the com- 
munity that will not soon be forgotten. 
In his younger days he was some- 
thing of a boxer, and he retained his 
interest in that sport in after years. 
He was one of the few men from this 
region who saw the historic Corbett- 
Sullivari fight in New Orleans. 

He trained race horses, raised game- 
cocks, and bulldogs. He was particu- 
larly an admirer of fine horses, and 
used to go to Xcw Orleans to attend 
the races held there. 

While he was not himself -person- 
ally active in the political field, Mor- 
ley was, like many other saloon keep- 
ers of the past decades, something of 
a political force behind the scenes. 
He was an ardent Democrat, and for 
many years helped influence Demo- 
cratic policies in this territory. 
Son of Civil War Veteran 
Born in Antioch June 25, 1866, he 
was the son of William Guy Morley 
and Mary L. Morley. The elder Mor- 
ley had come originally from England, 
fought in the Civil War, and settled 
in Antioch as a cabinet-maker and 
wagoner afterward. 

John Morley was born in their 
home, located near what is now the 
site of the Antioch Grade school, or 
possibly a little cast of it, and was a 
life-long resident of the community. 

He is survived by his widow, NeHic 
L. Morley; by his daughter and sons, 
Mrs. James W. McMillen of Antioch, 
John Morley, Jr., athletic coach at 
Waukcgan High school, William L. 
Morley of Tujunga, Calif., and Rob- 
ert Morley of Antioch; and by eight 
grandchildren. 

A sister, Susan Morley Webb (Mrs. 
Chase Webb), of Antioch and Mexico 
City, also survives.

The Farmers Milk Co., backed by 
Samuel Lcrner of Stoughton, Wis., 
and the Wcstbrook Farms Dairy, Inc., 
of Chicago, has taken active charge of 
the Antioch plant, formerly operated 
as the Antioch Dairy company, receiv- 
ing milk for the Chicago market. The 
new management has a direct outlet in 
Chicago for grade A products, says 
William Stone, of the Wcstbrook com- 
pany, who has taken over the duties 
of local manager pending the arrival 
here of M. R. Tolstrup, if owner dairy 
professor at the Ames, la., college of 
agriculture. 

Mr. Lcrner is the. owner of the 
Stoughton and Oregon creameries in 
Wisconsin, and the Wcstbrook Farms 
Dairy Co., Inc., is the second largest 
exclusive wholesale distributor in Chi- 
cago. 

Officials of Mr. Lcrner** company 
say that they sec a prosperous future 
ahead for the Antioch .plant as a re- 
ceiving station, and that they expect to 
guarantee payments to their farmer 
patrons so that there will be no loss 
to anyone who delivers milk to the 
local plant. 

Mr. Tolstnip, who has had more 
than 30 years experience in dairy plant 
management, is expected to take over 
the management of the plant on 
April 1.

Although there are two types o£ 
elections in Illinois — general and pri- 
mary — this special edition of The Ant- 
ioch News pertains to the Primary 
election which will be held Tuesday,. 
April 9. 

At primary elections, various poli- 
tical parties which arc legally recog- 
nized within the state, submit to the 
voters of a definite party affiliation a 
ballot containing the names of candi- 
dates for nominations of the respec- 
tive parties to be voted on at the gen- 
eral election in November. 

All political parties in the state hold 
their primaries at the same time and 
place, the expenses of which are paid 
out of public funds. 

At the primary elections each party 
is provided with separate ballots bear- 
ing a distinctive color and containing 
the names of none but candidates of 
that party. The names of candidates 
are put upon their party ballot, by 
petition and in the order in which the 
petitions are filed as required by law. 

Primary Includes All 
The primary election laws apply to 
the nomination of candidates for all 
elective offices, except presidential 
electors, trustees of the University of 
Illinois, township and -school offices. 
These laws also apply to the election 
of all precinct, senatorial and state 
central committeemen and an advis- 
ory vote may be taken upon candU 
dates for President of the United; 
States. 

Every voter at a primary election is. 
required to state the name of the 
party with which he affiliates and one 
of the judges must announce the name 
of the voter, his residence, and his 
party affiliation in a distinct tone o*£ 
voice, loud enough to be heard by all. 
persons in the polling place. 

Decides Party Tickets 

The person receiving the highest 
number of votes at any primary elec- 
tion as a candidate of a party for a 
given office, becomes the party nom- 
inee for the office. Tic votes arc de- 
cided by lot as provided by law. 

Primary elections arc held on the 
second Tuesday in April in every even 
numbered year for the nomination of 
candidates for senatorial office and for 
the election of senatorial committee- 
men. 

Candidates to be nominated in the 
primary election. April 9, this year, 
are: United States senator, congrcss- 
man-at-largc, governor, lieutenant gov- 
ernor, secretary of state, state auditor, 
state treasurer,- attorney general, con- 
gressman from the district, state sena- 
tor, state representatives, state's at- 
torney, circuit clerk, county recorder 
of deeds, county auditor. Precinct, 
senatorial and state central commit- 
teemen are elected at this time. 

Congress — : 

The legislative power of the federal 
government is vested in a congress 
which consists of two houses — the 
Senate and House of Representatives. 
The Senate is composed of two Sen- 
ators from each state who arc elected 
by a direct vote of the people to serve 
six years. One-third of the senators 
is elected every even numbered year 
at the general election in November, 
taking office on the third of January 
following their election. Senators are 
eligible for re-election. 

At the present time Illinois is rep- 
resented by Senator Scott Lucas of 
Havana, and Senator James M. Slat- 
tery of Chicago. Sen. Slattcry was 
appointed by Governor Horner to 
serve in the place of the late .Senator 
James Hamilton Lewis /until the 
forthcoming election when.' the unex- 
pired term will be filled. • Sen. Lewis 
was elected in 1936 and ihe term ex- 
pires in 1942. }

to represent the nation upon the basis 
of population in contrast to the senate 
in which the representation is cquul 
with every state. 

The states arc divided into congres- 
sional districts, originally based on 
the idea that there would be one rep- 
resentative for each 30,000 inhabitants, 
but as the population increased it was 
later decided to fix the number of rep- 
resentatives without precise regard 
for population. If the state legislature 
fails to provide for its. increased rep- 
resentation by redtstricting the state 
before the next general election, the 
additional Representatives are chosen 
by the voters of the state and arc 
known as congrcssmcn-at-largc. 
10th District Candidates 
Lake county is in the 10th Illinois 
district and is represented by Ralph E. 
Church, Evanston, a Republican, who 
now seeks the Republican nomination 
for United States senator and will 
not be a candidate to succeed himself 
In the house of reprcscnatives. 

Republicans who seek the nomina- 
tion are Drcnnan J. Slater, John Fay 
Harris, William Mason, George A. 
Paddock, Robert E. Schacfcr and 
James M. Crume. The lone Democrat 
seeking the office is John Hadcrlein. 
Illinois has 25 such congressmen 
and two congrcssmcn-at-largc to rep- 
resent the state's 25 congressional dis- 
tricts. They arc elected every even 
numbered year. 

The Representatives originate all 
federal bills for raising revenue. The 
House of representatives has the sole 
power of impeachment and it has the 
privilege of choosing the President of 
the United States in case no one can- 
didate should receive a majority of 
the electoral vote.

State Legislature — 

The Legislature, or law-making 
power of the state, is vested in the 
general assembly, which consists of a 
senate and house of representative?. 
The members of both houses arc elect- 
ed by the people of the state according 
to the districts in which they reside. 
The legislature in its biennial -ses- 
sions considers various measures 
which arc proposed for enactment into 
law. A proposed law is known as a 
bill during its consideration in the 
legislature and a bill may be intro- 
duced in cither house. There mtiit 
be three separate presentations of the 
bill in each house on three different 
days, though it is not necessary nor 
customary, for the two houses to con- 
sider the same bill on the same day. 
During the progress of a bill in the 
general assembly it is said to have 
reached the "second reading" or is up 
for "third reading," or final passage. 

For the two year term, each mem- 
ber of the general assembly receives 
a salary of $5,000 which is payable 
during the first regular session of the 
assembly held after the November 
general election. 

The Senate is composed of 51 mem- 
bers, one from each senatorial district 
in the State. Senators from the even 
numbered districts arc elected at the 
same time as the Governor, in years 
divisible by four. Senators from the 
odd numbered districts arc elected for 
four year terms on the even num- 
bered years between gubernatorial 
years. 

Lake county is in the Eighth sen- 
atorial district, comprising Boone, 
McHcnry, and Lake counties, totalling 
a population of about 154,000. ^ Lake 
county has the largest population of 
the three counties in the senatorial 
district with 104,000; McHcnry coun- 
ty has 35,000, and Boone, 15,000, ac- 
cording to the federal census figures 

of 193 °- . „ 

The present senator is Ray lad- 
dock of Wauconda who was rt-clcctcd 
in 1936 to serve his third term and is 
the Republican .candidate for nomina- 
tion for his fourth term. He is op- 
posed for the Republican nomination 
by Richard B. Martin, of Highland 
Park, Verne Corlcy, and Albert E. 
Nordstrom of Waukcgan. There is 
no Democratic candidate for this of- 
fice. 
The house of representatives is 

composed of 153 members, three from 
each of the senatorial districts in the 
state and the entire body is elected 
every even numbered year. 

Every ten years, at the first session 
after the taking of the census, the 
General Assembly divides the state 
into 51 senatorial districts. These 
districts must contain as *"«/*> 
practicable the same number of nhab 
iants, must be formed of contig uous 
and compact territory, and be bounded 
by county lines. . 

The eighth senatorial ■ d T ,strict ' s 
composed of the counties of Lake, Mc- 
Hcnry and Boone, and the people arc 
not required to choose their represen- 
tatives from each of the three counties 

in this district. 

Cumulative Voting 
In the election of representatives, 
every voter has the right to vote for 
three candidates, giving each one 
vote; for two candidates, giving each 
one and one-half votes; or for one 



voter may give two votes to one and 
one to another candidate, or distribute 
his votes in two or three other ways. 
By this plan the minority party can 
usually] elect one man by having one 
candidate and giving him all the votes. 
Usually tuc party in the majority 
nominates two candidates in the dis- 
trict and the one in the minority nom 
inates one. In this case a nomination 
is equivalent to an election unless a 
second minority party develops unex- 
pected strength in voting for a single 
candidate. 

When two parties arc of nearly 
equal strength, each one may nom- 
inate two candidates, in which case, 
the friends of one candidate will give 
three votes for their favorite instead 
of one and a half for each candidate 
on the ticket. This is called "plump- 
ing," and may sacrifice party to per- 
sonal interests. 

The sitting representatives from the 
Eighth district are: Nick Keller of 
Waukcgan, Republican: Harold D.

torney. For instance, each conviction 
on indictments -for murder, man- 
slaughter, rape, kidnaping, arson, for- 
gery or other cases punishable by im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary, the fee 
is $30 per count. -. For each prelim- 
inary examination for each defendant 
held to bail, the State's Attorney's 
fee is $5. When he defends or prose- 
cutes cases that arc taken to the Su- 
preme or Appellate courts, the State's 
Attorney collects a $50 fee. 

At each term of the circuit court the 
State's Attorney must report on the 
payment and collection of all fees, 
fines, forfeitures and penalties and he 
must satisfy the court by vouchers or 
otherwise that these funds collected 
have been- turned over to the county 
treasurer. 

Gets $7,900 Salary 
The salary of the State's Attorney, 
which amounts to $7,500 per year in 
Lake county, comes out of the fees 
collected by him plus a $400 contribu- 
tion by the state, totaling $7,900. 
Salary and the number of assistants 
he may have are fixed by the county 
board of supervisors. 

Any funds from the fees collected 
by the State's Attorney which remain 
after the payment of his and his as- 
sistants* salaries, goes to the county 
superintendent of schools for the 
school fund of the county. This is 
payable the first day of January after 
the expiration of the State's Attorney's 
term of office.

Permanent Abode Ruled 
Necessary to Qualify 
Illinois Legal Voters 

If you are a citizen of the United 
States above the age of 21 with es- 
tablished residence in the State, 
you are eligible to vote. 

However, in order to establish 
the necessary permanent residence, 
every person must live one year in 
the State, ninety days in the coun- 
ty, and thirty days in the election 
district. 

No soldier, seaman or marine in 
the United States army or navy can 
claim residence in this State be- 
cause such a person happens to 
be stationed here. 

Aliens who have not obtained a 
certificate of naturalization before 
a court of record in this State are 
not legal voterB.

Circuit Clerk — 

A Circuit Clerk, who must keep an 
office open in the court house whether 
the circuit court is or is not in ses- 
sion, is required to file, record and 
preserve all proceedings in the circuit 
court in his county. 

The Circuit Court is the highest 
judicial court in the county and has 



The meaning or import of certain 
words and phrases regarding political 
elections through their common usage 
may be defined as follows: 

The word "primary" means the pri- 
mary election. 

The word "election" refers to .the 
general election as distinguished from 
a special election or a primary elec- 
tion. 

The word "precinct" designates a 
voting district, established by law, 
within which all qualified citizens vote 
at one polling place. 

The words "State office," or "State 
officer." refer to an office to be filled, 
or an officer to be voted for, by the 
legal voters of the entire State, in- 
cluding United States Senator and 
Conijressman-at-largc. 

The words, "congressional office," or 
"congressional officer," mean Repre- 
sentatives in Congress. 

The words, "county office," or 
"county officer," refer to an office to 
be filled or an officer to be voted for

State's Attorney — • 

The office of State's Attorney is 
rated one of the most important in the | terms, civil actions, etc. 
county, and thus carries with it the 
highest salary of all .county officer*. 
The operations of this office directly 
affect the everyday lives of all citi- 
zens within the State's Attorney's 
jurisdiction. 

He sees personally that offenders 
against the laws arc indicted, arrested 
and brought to court for trial where 
he then epdeavors to prove their guilt 
and to have them punished. 

In many counties, however, politi- 
cal expediency, entangling alliances or 
other causes have been responsible for 
the state's attorney in some Illinois 
counties to countenance, or "over- 
look," violations practiced generally 
among his constituency. Such condi- 
tions in seme counties have led to the 
bringing of charges of malfeasance in 
public office, grand jury indictments 
and the removal from office of some 
offenders. 

Duty of D. A. Outlined 

It is his oath of duty to uphold, by 
prosecution, all laws on the state stat- 
utes and he is directly responsible for 
their enforcement. The State's At-

Lakc County is one of thc few Illi- 
nois counties having a population of 
more than 60,000 inhabitants which 
entitles them to elect a County Re- 
corder of Deeds. In counties less 
than 60,000 the" circuit clerk handles 
thc duties of thc recorder. 

Thc work of thc Recorder is re- 
cording of the bills of sale of personal 
property and chattel mortgages in one 
set of books in his office and the re- 
cording of all other instruments in 
a second set of books. 

He must keep an entry book, a 
grantor's index, a grantee's index, and 
index for each book of record, an. ab- 
stract book and an index to record 
maps, plats and subdivisions with a 
description of the land mapped. 

Deeds and other instruments affect- 
ing .real estate, made by a sheriff, 
master in chancery, special commis- 
tioncr, executor, administrator, guar- 
dian, trustee or other person acting 
on behalf of another must be indexed 
by the recorder. 

Five per cent of all fee's collected by 
thc recorder should be paid to the 
county treasurer for the purpose of an 
indemnity fund, until thc fund reaches 
$100,000. (When the fund readies 
$100,000, the payments by thc recorder 
arc reduced to 2% pcr cent so long as 
the fund remains at $100,000. When 
the amount is less than $100,000, the 
5 pcr cent payments again become ef- 
fective). The indemnity fund is held 
to satisfy judgments obtained against 
thc county for losses or damages. 

The recorder's salary in Lake Coun- 
ty is $4,000 per year.

In thc case of deaths, the coroner 
shall go to thc place of the' dead body 
and summon a jury of 6 legal residents 
of thc community and inquire into thc 
cause and manner of the death. If 
further investigation is necessary, the 
coroner is empowered to continue thc 
inquest at any date he desires to set. 
The coroner is thc only county officer 
who can give the right to remove thc 
body of thc dead person from the 
county. 

He shall maintain a record of all 
cases during his term of office; dis- 
pose of valuable personal property, 
money or papers on thc body; dis- 
pose of thc body for a decent funeral, 
apprehend and commit a slayer to the 
county jail; record the testimony of 
witnesses, etc. 

The coroner's office is a fee office.

County Auditor — 

In counties of more than 75,000 in- 
habitants and less than 300,000, thc 
residents are entitled to elect a Coun- 
ty Auditor for terms of four years. 

Thc duties of this office require a 
trained accountant who reports quar- 
terly to thc county board of supervis- 
ors all fees and emoluments due the 
county from the various county offi- 
cers as earned, collected or received 
under the performance of their duties. 
In addition, thc auditor audits all 
claims against the county and recom- 
mends the payment or rejection of 
such bills or claims. He approves all 
orders for supplies issued by thc var- 
ious county officers before the orders 
are placed, keeps a record of all con- 
tracts entered into by the county 
board and all authorized county offi- 
cers, and collects and preserves sta- 
tistical iniormation with respect to 
cost of maintenance of thc various in- 
stitutions of the county, such as coun- 
ty jails, county farms, workhouses, 
courthouse, etc. 

Compensation of thc auditor is de- 
termined and fixed by thc county 
board and paid out by the county 
treasurer by order of the county 
board. . 

There is one candidate from each of

Albert E. Nordstrom, VVaukegan 
druggist who wants to be slate sena- 
tor from the Eighth district, a contest 
to be decided April 9 in the absence of 
a Democratic candidate, almost stole 
the show at the Republican rally at 
Zion last night (March 18). 

All the speakers were started off 
with the generous aUotmcnt of two 
minutes' time each. Some of the can- 
didates fudged on him, so half-way 
through the state committee aspirants 
Marks cut everybody down to a min- 
ute. 

That didn't stop Nordstrom. In- 
troduced last of the four state senate 
candidates, he bounced to his feet and 
advanced, waving his Townscnd club 
membership card, which he said he had 
taken out in 1935. He said: 

"I want you people all to turn out 
April 9 and bomb Nordstrom with 
votes. Why do I say bomb Nord- 
strom with votes? Well, I have to 
have your votes because I was bombed 
once before and I can't get back into 
McHcnry county because the sheriff is 
waiting for me and I can't get to 
Boone county without going through 
McHenry county or 'way around 
through Elgin and that's too far and 
I would rather just go down to 
Springfield and be done with it any- 
way!" 

Nordstrom explained that if the sher- 
iff of McHcnry county were really ly- 
ing in wait for him, it wasn't for any 
felonious conduct: 

"Back in 1927 I had a drug store in 
Woodstock. I rented a lower flat from 
an alderman, John F. Weinke, who 
lived in the upstairs. On Sept. 5 f 1927, 
the state's attorney of McHenry coun- 
ty went out of town. Why did he go 
out of town? Two nights later on 
Sept. 7, 1927, a bonib exploded in the 
yard. The bomb tore the porch off. 
It broke all the windows. It threw 
down all the plaster. A window frame 
was torn out and thrown across the 
living room against the other wall. 

"But I wasn't hurt. I was up in 
Wisconsin visiting my wife's people. 
God spared me. And why did He 
spare me? I believe He spared me 
to be your state senator and go down 
to Springfield and do what you want 
me to dol" 

Nordstrom related that he had run 
an advertisement in the Woodstock 
Sentinel at the start of the campaign, 
and that Weinke, an ex-aldcrntan now, 
had threatened to have the sheriff 
throw Nordstrom in jail for defamation 
of character in "using my name with 
a thing like you." 

By this time Marks, hypnotized at 
first like the rest of the audience, was 
trying to flag Nordstrom down with 
his horn-rimmed spectacles, so the 
candidate began teading faster and 
faster from his reply' to Weinke, and 
that part of his speech was lost. 

Nordstrom sat down amid a storm 
of applause and approving shouts that 
eclipsed the reception accorded any 
other candidate.

State Representative Harold D. 
Kelsey, in announcing his candidacy 
•or re-nomination in the Republican 
primaries early in April, states that 
l»e will base his claims for a second 
term in the general assembly on the 
record he made during his first term. 

Kelsey during this first term ig- 
nored the somewhat shattered tradi- 
tion that a new member should take 
a back seat. He served on eight 
house committees, a liberal quota, for 
a first-term^ member, and states that 
lie "did everything in his power to 
represent the people of his district 
(the Eighth, consisting of Lake, Mc- 
Henry and Boone counties)." 

As a member of the agricultural 
committee, he was in a key position 
|° help put through bills backed by 
farm organizations. Other commit- 
tees on which he served were conser- 
vation of natural resources, road and 
bridge, fish and game, motor vehicle 
and traffic regulation. 

Battled Quota "Transfer" 
When lobbyists from Chicago, aided 
and abetted by many Chicago mem- 
bers, undertook to have the house 
pass a series of bills to mortgage the 
motor fuel tax quotas of downstatc 
counties for millions to help con- 
struct super-elevated highways in Chi- 
cago, Kelsey joined in the successful 
battle to save the downstatc counties 
from losing one-half of their motor 
fuel tax moneys for some 20 or 30 
years to come. The three counties in 
his district had a vital interest in that 
attemped "grab" and more paricularly 
Boone and Lake counties which had 
pledged future state motor fuel tax 
payments to make annual payments on 
road bond issues used to build hard 
roads. Had the Chicago scheme suc- 
ceeded the taxpayers of the counties 
would be left holding the bag and they 
would have been assessed extra taxes 
to meet the bond payments. Kelsey 
was one of the leaders in the fight to 
keep Chicago from getting the down- 
Mate motor fuel tax money. 

Another important battle in the 
legislature was over the question of 
the handling of state relief by the Illi- 
nois Emergency Relief commission. 
Kelsey was one of those members 
who believed relief administrative cost 
under the IERC set-up was excessive. 
He took the stand that the army of 
professional social workers in Chicago 
and downstatc should either be abol- 
ished altogether or sharply pruned 
down so that more of the relief dollar 
could go to direct relief instead of high 
administrative costs. Kelsey was 
picked in a Republican caucus to lead 
the fight on the relief issue and legis- 
lation finally was adopted restoring 
the handling of relief to local adminis- 
trators and curtailing dictatorial pow- 
ers of the IERC to a great extent. 
Kelsey states that he has received ex- 



pressions of appreciation from educa- 
tional leaders for his support of school 
legislation and also from agricultural 
heads and business men for his good 
work at Springfield. 

On labor bills Kelsey supported the 
prevailing rate of wages measure but 
did not feel in favor of the so-called 
anti-kick back bill. 

With the experience gained during 
his first term, Kelsey believes he will 
be in better position to look after the 



interests of the district, and seeks tho 
support of the voters for re-nomina- 
tion and re-election.

EUROPE: 

From Axis to Triangle 

If foreign observers hoped the 
Finnish peace would place a quietus 
on western warfare, their mistake 
was clearly evident by late March. 
Not by secret maneuvers but by 
leaps and bounds the Rome-Berlin 
axis was merging Into a Russian- 
German-Italian coalition designed to 
force a dictators' peace down the 
Anglo-French throat. At London and 
Paris the populace "protested, de- 
manding more aggressive pursuit of 
the war. Their parliaments fumed, 
and one government fell complete- 
ly. The other, sorely afraid, jumped 
into the conflict head first.

In France. Fighting increased on 
the western front but there was a 
bigger fight in Paris. Called on the 
carpet as a result of the Russian 
threat, Premier Edouard Daladier 
emerged with such a weak vote of 
confidence (311 deputies had not 
voted) that his cabinet resigned. 
This was a victory for democracy, 
because the Daladier government 
has ruled for seven months under 
dictatorial decrees. Quickly Presi- 
dent Albert Lebrun summoned Paul 
Reynaud, conservative ex-finance 
minister, bitter foe of Nazlism- and 
distaster of the politics-ridden Dala- 
dier cabinet. Next day Premier Rey- 
naud emerged with a well publicized, 
psychologically sound "victory" 
cabinet dedicated to trouncing the 
Nazis. Edouard Daladier was still 
war minister, and all parties were 
so thoroughly represented that the 
' chamber's confidence seemed as- 
sured. 

In Finland 

While 500,000 Finns hastened evacu- 
ation of territory ceded to Russia, 
the battered little nation began 
patching her defenses and counting 
noses. Total war casualties were 
placed at 58,500, of which 29,700 
were dead or seriously disabled. 
(Total army: 360,000.) 

Meanwhile new troubles were 
arising with Russia. The Finnish 
cabinet, about to resign, heard that 
the Kremlin opposed formation of a 
Norwegian-Swedish-Finnish mutual 
defense alliance. on the ground that 
it would be aimed at the Soviet. 
Obviously Russia was not willing to 
surrender her new-found domination 
over Scandinavia. 

In Poland 

Numerous and unpleasant are the 
atrocity stories coming out of Po- 
land since German occupation last 
autumn. Much of this information 
probably came from consular of- 
ficials of neutral nations, a possi- 
bility which might explain the latest 
Nazi order: Effective immediate- 
ly, all foreign consular offices in 
Poland must be evacuated, making 
Germany the sole source of official 
information on conditions in the 
area. At Washington the state de- 
partment announced the Reich had 
been adamant to its protests. Left 
without official representation were 
532 Americans living in Poland.

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CONGRESS: 
Farm Fund 

Passed by the senate (and cer- 
tain to pass the house) was a $923,- 
000,000 agriculture appropriation bill 
carrying $212,000,000 for parity pay- 
ments and another $85,000,000 for the 
surplus commodities program. It 
was more than $200,000,000 above 
either the house bill or the Presi- 
dent's budget,* and wiped out most 
of the $300,000,000 earlier savings 
through which the house planned to 
avoid new taxes or a boost in the 
national debt limit. 

Though congress hoped to offset 
the farm boost by slashing defense 
and relief appropriations, even this 
possibility was fading fast. Eu- 
rope's war was forcing U. S. atten- 
tion to her armed strength and 
metropolitan congressmen were de- 
manding at least a $500,000,000 boost 
in WPA's appropriation. Some ob- 
servers predicted the deficit for 
next fiscal year would be at least 
$2,500,000,000, compared with the 
$1,716,000,000 estimate by President 
Roosevelt. Treasury Secretary Mor- 
genthau, hearing that congress was 
looking covetously at his $2,000,000,- 
000 stabilization fund, hastened to 
protect it. 

Also in congress: 

C Indicating a lessening of admin- 
istration opposition to Wagner act 
amendments, the pro-New Deal 
house labor committee voted to ex- 
pand the labor board from three 
men to five. Earlier the committee

ASIA; 
Crow Eaters 

For two and one-half years Jap- 
anese troops fighting in north China 
have reported after every encoun- 
ter that the enemy has been "rout- 
ed," "given a stunning blow," 
"wiped out" or "annihilated." In 
late March the Japanese army was 
forced to eat crow. An official sur- 
vey admitted that more than a mil- 
lion Chinese troops were still fight- 
ing in north China under leadership 
of Gen. Cheng Chien, whom the 
Japs reported killed in 1938. 

In the south, Nippon had better 
luck, .capturing the walled city of 
Lingshon and encircling a large 
Chinese force cast of the Nanning- 
Yamchow railroad. 

Meanwhile the puppet regime of 
Wang Ching-wei, turncoat ex- 
Chinese premier, summoned a cen- 
tral political council and established 
a government at Nanking under 
Japan's watchful eye. 

POLITICS: 
Farley 9 s Inning 

In late March Columnist Ernest 
Lindlcy wrote from Washington that 
President Roosevelt had told an un- 
identified southern legislator (1) 
that he wanted to retire; (2) that 
Cordcll Hull should succeed him; 
(3) that Jim Farley's Catholicism 
would make impossible a successful 
race by the postmaster general. 

Next day Franklin Roosevelt pro- 
tested. Said he: The remark about 
Farley and the rest of the article 
all came from whole cloth— it was 
utterly, false. While this' was no 
recommendation, it at least let Far- 
ley's friends believe that he would 
have an equal chance for the job 
if Mr. Roosevelt turns it down. 

Farley himself took heart. Next 
day, stepping from his train at 
Springfield, Mass., where Demo- 
crats have entered a full slate of 
delegates for him in the forthcom- 
ing primary, he said flatly: "To 
clear up any misunderstanding, let 
me say that my name will be pre- 
sented to the national convention at 
Chicago, and that's that." 

And it was. 

Other political news: . 
C Secretary of the Navy Charles 
Edison announced "after weeks of 
earnest consideration" his candidacy 
in the New Jersey Democratic 
gubernatorial primary May 21. 
CSen. Arthur Vandenberg (R., 
Mich.) a G. O. P. presidential 
hopeful, turned down invitations to 
campaign in Wisconsin and Nebras- 
ka (where he is a primary candi- 
date). Reason: "The choice of the 
(G. O. P.) convention should flow 
from the deliberate judgment of 
the people, and not from ... a 
campaign tour." 
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MICHIGAN'S HOFFMAN 
M HelTt bells, nor 

rejected 9 to 8 a motion for estab- 
lishment of a new board, but there 
was skullduggery in this. Rep. 
Clare Hoffman (R., Mich.) learned 
his proxy vote hod been cast against 
the proposal by -error. • Asked if he. 
would have voted as his proxy was 
cast, Hoffman replied: "Hell's bells, 
nol Everybody knows what I 'think 
of this board!" 

H After passing the farm bill, the 
senate took up the house-approved 
resolution to extend for three years 
the reciprocal trade act. Its sup- 
port diminished, the bill stood only 
a 50-50 chance of passing as the 
administration wanted it, minus a 
clause requiring senate ratification 
of each pact. 

C. The senate banking and currency 
committee approved 14 to 4 the bill 
of Sen. v John G. Townsend (R., Del.) 
to repeal the silver purchase act 
of 1934. Reasons: (1) Too cosily; 
(2) it has subsidized Chinese, Mex- 
ican and Canadian silver; (3) heavy 
gold purchases have made it im- 
possible to attain the goal ' of 25 
per cent silver in the U. S. mone- 
tary stock. 

C An amendment to the Hatch 
"clean politics" act, designed to bar 
political activity on the part of 
state employees paid with U. S. 
funds, passed the senate and head- 
ed for a pigeonhole in the house. 
CThe house military committee 
began investigating foreign pur- 
chases of U. S. airplanes, fearing 
vital defense mechanism was be- 
ing sold abroad. Meanwhile the al- 
lied purchasing committee begged 
the U. S. to sell $1,000,000,000 worth 
of its newest, secret planes. Reason: 
Present models would be obsolete 
by the 1941 delivery date.

LESSON TEXT— Matthew 20:10-20. 

GOLDEN TEXT— Ye shall be witnesses 
unto me . . . unto the uttermost parts of 
the earth.— Acts 1:8.

World conquest! The dream of dic- 
tators and of national leaders down 
through the ages is to be accom- 
plished, for there is One who has 
the authority to claim such a place 
of leadership who will one day rule, 
for then "the kingdoms of this 
world" will have become "the king- 
doms of our Lord, and of his Christ; 
and He shall reign for ever and 
ever" (Rev. 11:15). While we await 
His coming to take the throne are 
we to sit idly by? No indeed, for 
even now Christ has all authority 
and He has commissioned His fol- 
lowers to go out and to serve Him in 
all the world by making disciples in 
every nation. 

I. The Obedient Disciples (vv. 16, 
17). 

The Lord never fails to keep His 
Word, but often His followers miss 
great blessing because they fail to 
keep their appointments with Him. 
He had told His disciples that after 
His resurrection He would meet 
them in Galilee, and we read that 
they met Him at the appointed 
place. One trembles to think of 
what they and we might have 
missed if they had failed to meet 
Him. 

His promise to us is just as true 
and definite. "Where two or three 
are gathered in my name, there am 
I in the midst of them" (Matt. 18: 
20) applies to us today. If we meet 
Him at the appointed place, bless- 
ing will come to us and will flow out 
through us to all the world. 

Observe that "some doubted," 
that is, they were perplexed and un- 
certain about the risen Saviour. If 
they persisted in their lack of faith 
we know that it must have shut them 
out of a great blessing, but at the 
same time it did not hinder the 
Lord's gracious ministry to His oth- 
er disciples. 

II. The All-Powerful Leader (v. 
18). 

Quietly and without any fanfare, 
Jesus announced that all power was 
given unto Him; or as the Revised 
Version more appropriately trans- 
lates the word, "all authority." He 
does have all power, but He has 
more. He has the supreme authori- 
ty which gives Him the right to rule 
over the entire creation, heaven and 
earth, spiritual as well as material. 

No man in his right mind has ever 
laid claim to authority over even so 
much as the earth, but here is One 
who without hesitation or qualifica- 
tion declares that to Him has been 
given all authority in heaven as well 
as in earth, that is, over the entire 
creation. Surely it is God Himself 
who here speaks to us. 

III. The Great Commission (vv. 
19, 20a). 

"It is the sublimest of all 'specta- 
cles to see the risen Christ without 
money or army or state, charging 
this band of 500 men and women 
with world conquest and bringing 
them to believe it possible and to un- 
dertake it with serious passion and 
power. Pentecost is still to come, 
out dynamic faith rules on this 
mountain in Galilee" (Dr. A. T. 
Robertson). 

; Such faith and such a commis- 
sion call for a worldwide mission. 
The church or individual without a 
worldwide missionary vision assur- 
edly does not have the viewpoint of 
Christ. Observe also that it is an 
evangelistic mission. We are not 
called to entertain the world, nor 
primarily to improve the social or- 
der. Our business is to "make dis- 
ciples," that is, true followers of Je- 
sus Christ, which they can only be- 
come through accepting Him as Sa- 
viour and Lord. 

Such a ministry will inevitably be 
a teaching ministry. "Faith cometh 
by hearing, and hearing by the word 
of God" (Rom. 10:17). How foolish 
is the preacher or evangelist who 
fails to teach the Word of God. It is 
His appointed method which cannot 
fail. Christian baptism is also a 
vital part of the Great Commission. 
It was first practiced at Pentecost 
(Acts 2) and later in the Church 
(Acts 8 and 10). 

IV. The Abiding Presence (v. 20b). 

There is no other statement of fact 
(for it is more than a promise) any- 
where or by anyone that can com- 
pare with the assurance of Christ 
that He is with His witnesses al- 
ways, even unto the end of the age. 

Consider first of all who is to be 
with us, namely, the Son of God, 
the risen Christ, the One with all 
authority in heaven and earth! Then 
note that He is to be with His dis- 
ciples "always." How important that 
Is, for as we well know, the inspira- 
tion of even the greatest human 
leader largely goes with him to the 
grave. The Lord Jesus, on the other 
hand, is with each one of His chil- 
dren always. What assurance that 
fact brings to every witness for 
Christ as he gives himself joyfully 
to the carrying out of the Great 
Commission!

ing cases as the Dcla Cruz murder, 
the North Chicago bank robbery and 
the Oscar Nelson conspiracy. These 
were the more colorful cases Mc- 
Gaughey handled to protect the people 
of Lake county although there were 
many others which were highly im- 
portant but not so spectacular. 

For the last five years, McGaughey 
has continued to serve the general pub- 
lic — principally as Corporation Coun- 
sel of the City of Waukcgan. Back of 
the scenes he has revised and recodi- 
fied the city ordinances, publishing 
them in book form— a revision that 
had not been done for thlrty*five years. 
A tribute to McGaughey's ability 
was recently shown in action by the 
state and the appellate court uphold- 
ing his contention in revoking two 
Waukcgan tavern licenses on charges 
of selling liquor to minors, some of 
whom were girls of 14 years. The 
state liquor commission sustained the 
revocation on McGaughey's plea while- 
three Appellate court justices accept- 
ed his contention to dissolve an in- 
junction restraining the city from in- 
terfering with these taverns which 
was granted by Circuit Judge William 
L. Pierce of Dclvidere. 

In Western Lake county Mc- 
Gaughey has handled rural situations 
as Village Attorney of Antioch where 
he is now engaged in revising that 
municipality's ordinances. He was 
Corporation Counsel for the Village of 
Deerficld for six years under three 
mayors. 

Since early youth on an Illinois farm 
where he was born, McGaughey al- 
ways had ambitions to serve as the 
people's attorney. He was the oldest 
of seven children to attend the one- 
room country school in the neighbor- 
hood. He rode eight miles a day for 
four years to attend high school where 
he was a scholastic and social leader 
of his class. 

After graduation, for his further edu- 
cation, young McGaughey chose law 
— but about this time there was a 
world war going on in Europe which 
beckoned him. He envisioned tales of 
his grandfather's march with General 
Sherman to the sea. The stories of 
war caused a great urge to serve his 
country. It became stronger after 
high school graduation at the age of 
IS and ended in enlistment after the 
spring farm work was done. 

With the end of the war on Novem- 
ber 11. 1918* McGatigliey's thoughts 
turned again to law and the university. 
For finances, he obtained a job at the 
Nash Motors factory in Kenosha, and 
worked until the following September, 
when he enrolled at the University of 
Illinois. Summers were spent on roid 
construction, mostly in Wisconsin, 
where be became a pavement finisher 
and finally operated a crew for the 
Iron River Construction Co. 

Still determined to he a lawyer, 
McGaughey saved his summer vaca- 
tion earnings and paid his way through 
the university with the additional funds 
earned from odd jobs and operating 
a Student Transfer Co., he and a bud- 
dy started. 

Between studying for law and earn- 
ing his way, McGaughey still found 
time to captain the Illinois debating 
team for three years and battle his way 
to heavyweight boxing championship 
of the university. 

McGaughey started his law prac- 
tice in Champaign after his graduation 
where lie remained for three years be- 
fore setting foot on Lake county in 
the summer of 1928 as a delegate to 
the Lions club convention! It didn't 
matter that he was established in the 
university city. as a lawyer and a past 
commander of the Champaign Post 
No. 24 of the American Legion, la- 
liked Lake county and resolved to re- 
main. He became associated with the 
law firm of Runyard and Behanna, 
gaining recognition and an enviable 
reputation as first assistant state's at- 
torney. 

Outside the law office, McGaughey 
served as Chef dc Clare of Voiture 
604, Forty and Fight, is a past ex- 
alted ruler of the Waukcgan Flks 
and has numerous fraternal affiliations. 
In the Inst campaign Lawrence Doo- 
iittle successfully made for Lake 
county sheriff, McGaughey was known 
as the one who did the talking and 
Larry did the shaking. Firends of the 
former sheriff recall how Doolittlc lost 
his voice in the midst of the cam- 
paign and how McGaughey carried on. 
He has never before sought elective 
office, but he has campaigned for all 
Republican officeholders in Lake coun- 
ty, actively making speeches in their 
behalf throughout the county, often 
traveling with the candidates on their 
entire tour for general election. He 
has been a familiar speaker at many 
women's clubs, parent-teacher associa- 
tions and patriotic gatherings on a sub- 
ject always of prime interest to him — 
that of Americanism and proper teach- 
ing of youth of America.

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Ray Paddock 
is Candidate 
for 4th Term 

Works for the Interests of 

Citizens, Senator's 

Record Shows 

A candidate for re-election for a 
fourth term is Ray Paddock, whose 
reputation for working consistently in 
the best interests of the "people he 
represents has led to his being sent to 
the state senate three times by the 
voters of the Eighth Senatorial dis- 
trict. 

Paddock, who has again been en- 
dorsed on the Republican ticket, has 
von the support of both agricultural 
and general voting interests.

Paddock also states that he has al- 
ways voted and worked against diver- 
sion of the gas tax for purposes other 
than road building; that he has al- 
ways opposed the sales tax on foods 
and will continue this opposition.

The Pad- 
docks have three children and live at 
Round Lake, where they have a farm.

Plans to have Republican voters in 
Lake county and other parts of the 
10th Congressional District to record 
their individual preferences for pres- 
idential nominees in a district-wide 
poll have just been announced by Win.
